Saratoga, N. Y., August 16. — Encouraged bv the 
success which has attended the racing of his 
stable under the management of Henry McDaniel 
this year, Willis Sharpe Kilmer, of Binglianiptoii. 
IS planning with much enthusiasm for tlic futur(^ 
expansion of his racing operations. It has ju.st 
‘***>*uuiieed that he has closed a contract for 
the racing season of 1918 for the services of jockey 
W. Knapp. M’hose “comeback” after an absence of 
several years from the saddle is one of the notable 
features of the present racing season. Jockey Knapp 
has been seen to advantage on the Kilmer horses, 
whose oM’ner M'as esp<>cially pleased M'ith the man- 
ner 111 which he roile tlie go<»d colt Siin Briar to 
victor.v in the Saratoga Sfiecial last Saturday, 
llic closing of the contract for next year may be 
said to Im* the direct outcome of that race. 

The Kilmer stable gives promise of being stronger 
than ever next year. licsidcs the horses that 
have been carrying his colors with distinction this 
.year. Mr. Kilmer will be represen teil on the 
turf next year by some thirty tw’o-year-olds. The 
bulk of these yearlings M'ere acquired by private 
purchase from John E. Madden early in the sum- 
mer. Mr. Kilmer has also lieen a purchaser at the 
.yearling sales here. In addition to the stock he 
has been buying, he will have available for the 
racing of 1918 some half dozen yearlings of his 
OM-n breeding, including several from choicelv-bred 
English mares that he imported. The yearliiigs of 
his oMii breeding are by Tlioinas Fortune Ryan’s 
stallion Sea King. For a considerable time after 
his entry into racing a few’ years ago, Mr. Kilmer 
met with scant success, but perseverance has 
brought its reMard and the prospects are that next 
.year the colors of this stable will be even more 
prominent than they have been this year. 

Another Likely to Cut a Figure Next Year. 

RolH*rt L. Gerry, prominent New’ Yorker. Mho 
has Iieeii represented in racing in a moilest M’.iy as 
an owner for several years, is likelv to cut more 
of a figun* in the sfMirt in the future. Mr. Gerrv 
has commissioned Charles T. I’attorson. who selected 
the chainpiuu three -.ve.ar- old Omar Khayyam in Eng- 
land as u yearling for Messrs. Billings & Johnson, 
brought him to this country and developed him. to 
purchiiHe some good young horses for his account and 
train them for the racing of next year. Mr. Patter- 
son has already acciuired several yearlings for his 
new employer and Mill pick u»> more from time to 
time as the opportunity offers. Mr. Gerry’s prin- 
cipal interest in the turf up to this time has been 
as the oM'iier of the steeplechaser SharpshiKitor He 
IS a member of one of NeM’ Y'ork’s first families. 

J. I). Adkins, racing partner of the Canadian 
railroad magnate, R. ,J, Mackenzie, brought only 
one horse here from Kentucky to race, that being 
the colt Faux -Col. M’iiincr of the Canadian Derby 
of 1916, Faux -Col has raced only tM’ice this 
.year and has disaiqMiintcd his trainer upon lioth 
occasions, the most n*ceiit of n’hioh was only a few . 
da.vs ago. All the rest of the Mackenzie horses, 
M'itli which trainer Adkins lM>gaii the oresent racing 
season in Kentucky, were disiNised of* Inuaiise they 
M’cn* below the standard sot for this stable. Trainer 
Adkins will have several home-bred two- year-olds 
to race next .year. .Mostly by the deceased stallion 
Buckhoni. w’hicli raced so w'cll for several years in 
the Mackenzie colors. The nick of the band, how- 
ever, is a colt hy Barney Schreiber’s good stallion. 
Jack Atkin -.\ilelaide T., u mare that won many 
races for Mr. Mackenzie. This yearling is pro- 
nounced one of the best-looking racing prospects in 
Kentucky. 

The promising form shown by Grant Hugh 
Browne’s goiai tlireo-ycar-tdd King Herod, upon his 
return to the rai*es after an absence of several 
months, following the accident in Mhich he figured 
at Pimlico in the early imrt of Ylay, was esfiecially 
gratif.ving to the trainer of the colt, former jiH’key 
I), R. McDaniel, who doveloiied this son of the 
unbeaten ('oliii, and who regards him higiiD’. It 
looks as if the mishap, M'liieli was one of the most 
Iieculiar on n*cord, has left no la^rmaiient ill effects 
oil tlie colt. It will lie reniciiiln*red that his in- 
juries grew out of lM‘coming entangled in the track 
fence at Pimlico after lashing out with his heels 
while at the starting imst for a race. It was only 
by suM’iug the fence down that he was extricated. 

Meteorite Showing Good Form. 

John Sanford’s Meteorite, M’hich took King Herod’s 
measure here on Monday, is this season showing 
the giHKl form that was exiiected of him as a two- 
year-old, but which he failed to disclose at that 
age. He is a big. fine -looking sou of Star Shoot — 
Hamburg Belle, bred at the Hamburg Place Stud 
of John E. Madden, and has won three of his four 
starts^ this year, his only defeat being when R, 
T. Wilson’s good colt Corn Tassel beat him a 
nose upon tlie occasion of his initial start of the 
year at Jamaica. 

The older stars of James Butler’s stable are not 
racing as successfully this year as they might. 
Spur seems to be lacking in the dash and ability 
to win a race that marked his racing as a two- 
year-old and a thrce-ycar-old. The good mare 
Capra, after having finished second in her four 
proceeding starts, was the victim of an ill-judged 
ride at the hands of jo<koy L. Lykes, in the Hoo- 
siek Falls Handicap here on Monday. Instead of 
utilizing this good mare’s speed to keep her fn^e 
from interference, Lykes emplo 3 ’od restraining tac- 
tics to such an extent that he was surrounded and 
knocked buck when he got ready to make his bid 
for the race, and the mare could not make up the 
lost ground when she got into her stride once 
more in the stretch. 

James Arthur is here with two horses that he 
is schooling for jumping. The remainder of his 
string is at I.N*iurel awaiting the opening of the 
fall racing in Maryland after a strenuous campaign 
on the (’unadian circuit. 

It is reported that Joseph McLennan is to be 
offered the position of racing secretary at Havre 
de Grace. Fred Rehberger, who has filled the 
position since the opening of the track, will be 
unable to do so next full because the dates for 
the meeting conflict M’ith those of A<iueduct.

Horses Working Well for Meeting Opening on 
Saturday — Track in Fine Condition, 

(By Peter Clark.) 

Cheyenne, Wyo., August 10. — Everything is set 
ami in r(‘:idiness for tiie revival of racing in 
(’heyenne on Satunlay. August 18, Witli the 
oiNuiiug hamlieap having eighteen nominations, it 
is exiMM'ted tliat about twelve gootl horses will 
fa<*e the barrier in this feature, which has no 
entrance or starting fee attaehed to it and has a 
value of $r»oo, $1(M) going to the second ami $.50 
to the tliird h«»rse. 

Since the horses have arrlve<l here there has not 
b«“.‘u a single <*ase of siekness among them. All 
shipi>ed in first-class eomlition suid the trainers 
are giving them long, stiff galloi»s in their morn- 
ing exercises as they art* liable to be short in 
this altitude. 

Horses as a general thing can show lightning 
speed for a short distance in this climate l)(*eanse 
of the high altitmh*, this place Iteing almost one 
mile liigli(*r than sea level, then quit badly, 
Iwing coinplotely tin*d out if forced to go any 
ilistanee. Tlie trainers that have liad experience 
in tlie mountains give their charges double tin* 
uiiionnt of work usually required in the ordinary 
climate. 

The track here is a regulation mile and was 
eonstrncted eight years ago by .Manager W. W. 
Finn. A party of citizens of Clieyeniie visite«l liim 
in Salt I.^ke wlieii he liail charge of the Buena 
Vista plant and said they had $10,(K)0 to spend 
and want ycni to build a track for ns. It was 
used only one year for tlioronghbred racing, tliat 
was in IPlO. Sim*e tlien it inis lM*en used chiefly 
for the eelehratcil annual frontier sports, wlii<*ii 
lasts :i week, having as many as tliirty tlionsaml 
visitors daily during tliat time. 

I’liarley Irwin, wlio lias raced horses on tliC 
western tracks for a decade or more and jiroprie- 
tor of Irwin Bros. Wild West Sliow, suffered 
a severe loss in the d»*atli of his sun. Floyd Irwin, 
wlio was accidentally killed wliile roping a steor 
at Frontier Park three w»*eks ago, when liis horse 
fell <ui liiiii. fracturing his skull, from wliich lie 
never regained const-iousness. Young Irwin was 
just 20 years of age and was tlie clianipion trick 
rider of the world. He gained this distinction 
at Madison Square Garilens two years ago. wlieii 
he defeated all trick riders of tlie world. Tlie 
young man was quite iKipnlar with professionals and 
the public throughout tlie country. 

Irwin to Dispose of Wild West Show. 

Mr. Irwin is going to disiKiso of his wild west 
show, devoting his time to his extensive cattle 
ami ranch interest here. • He still maintains a 
small racing stable, having six horses in training 
for the present meeting. He purchased Panhaohapi 
from H. Tnllett yesterday at private terms. The 
otlier horses in his string are Burnt Candle, Deal 
Carroll, Mackinaw Belle and Silicate. 

The horses of W. T. (Fatty) Anderson, C. B. 
Daniels ami Stewart Polk passed through here en 
route to Reno, at which placf* they will rest and 
participate in racing when that meeting opens 
next inoiitli. 

.lames Haley, familiarly known to the western 
racing public as “Morello .Tim,” which sohrequet 
was attached to liim when lie exercised the famous 
ra«*e horse Morello in the early nineties, has been 
engaged to do tlie starting at this meeting. Mr. 
Haley had b«*en the clii«*t assistiint for a number 
of years to starters Hw.ver and Iloltman when 
racing flourished in California.

Thousands of Horses Needed for Army — Encourage- 
ment of Racing in Plans to Secure Proper Type. 



San Francisco. Cal., August 16. — The horse, man’s 
best friend, is going to be asked to do his “bit” 
in this war for humanity and the democracy of the 
world. Like his master, he has duties to perform 
tli.'it cannot lie a<*eomplished by machinery or 
money. Ixivers of the horse will regret the death 
toll that will take place once they get to the 
battle front and it is up to the breeders of th< 
United States to keep active in filling up the gaps. 

Out her** ill the west, a campaign to secure 
horses for the light and heavy artillery and cavalry 
has just Iweii completed. A deal of dilTicnlty was 
expereiK-ed in filling the eoiitraets for 2.3<NI horses. 
RejMirts of the eaptains in the quartermasters 
corps, who made the inspections, are to the effect 
that close to .50 ia*r cent, of the horses submitted 
wen* rejected. A big tiereentage of the ones se- 
lecteil Iiail tlioronghbred or standard -bred IiUmkI in 
them. Al.iny had seen service on race tracks. 

As tlie work goes on in securing more horses, the 
fact will I'oine to light tliat the encouragement of 
racing would be a wonderful thing in assisting the 
government in getting the right type of horse for 
the service. The breeders in California will probably 
take up this point and laniieli a campaign to put 
the Gohlen State back on the map. The argument 
will lie made that in the days gone by when rac 
ing flourished it would have been no task at all 
to ronml up availalde mounts for Hie cavalry and 
horses for the artillery regiments, while now the 
officers have to eomh the country to fill the orders. 

Will Offer Premiums for Proper Tyi>e. 

In order to aid the government in the selection 
of horses* tlie California State Agricultural Soi iety 
will offer premiums for the type of horses for 
army purposes when the state fair race meeting 
is given on Sei)teiiilH*r 8 to 1.5. An effort will lie 
maile to get arni.v officials to judge the horses 
shown so that tlie breeders and farmers will get 
an idea of the riglit sort of a horse tliat the 
government wants. This suggestion was made hy 
('aptaiii S. Christenson, a local horseman wlio was 
recently eonimissioned in tlie quartermasters’ corps 
and is at present engaged in inspe«*tlng horses 
Tiie value of goo<l breeding will probably come to 
the attention of the general public in tliis way. 

Tlie government is going to put a new system 
into effect in tlie near future in securing liorsi's 
for the nrni.v. Instead of tlie old contract system 
wliieli gave the middle man sucli an opisirtniiit.v 
to make profit, there will be an oim*ii market witli 
guarantee a carload of twenty horses and an offi- 
cers of tlie quartermaster’s corps. 

Out in tlie AVest a Iward of inspection witli 
Caiitain .T. S. Hunt, chairman, nml ('apt.iin S 
ciiristenson and Captain Stanle.v Ko<*li as members, 
has lM*eii formed and they will make the rounds. 
Head<|narters will Is* jit Sacramento, Cal,, and all 
tliat is needei^ to liave a (*li:inee to sell is to 
guarantee a i-arload of twenty horses and an offi 
cer will lie sent for Inspection. 

There are tliree remount stations in tlie eountr.v. 
wliere tlie vast army of horses for war pnriios(*s will 
Im* recruited. Tlie.v are Fort Royal, Va. ; Fort 
Keougli. Mont.; and Fort Reno, Okla. Thousands 
of horses will lie needed and horse owners I«K»k 
to Im* in for tlie most (irosperous time in tin* 
history of tlie breeding industry in tliis euuntry.

In the 
W’ay of reversing things Sunny Jane on tliis oc- 
casion defeated Diadem by tin* same distance, 
liondon S|Hirting Life’s account of the big race for 
fillies reads: 

“A coiitiiinaiicc of the dismal weather kept away 
many desirous of witnessing the decision of the 
New Oaks. Bad as wen* the conditions on Tues- 
day, they were infinitely worse under fiMit tiMlay, 
Rain iH*rcolutes through the light subsoil of the 
July course more quickly than on most tr.icks, Imt 
considering the torrential mins of tin* three pre- 
vious days, it was surprising that tin* going was 
no heavier. In many parts of tin* ring and pad- 
do<*k Hie ground had lM*en clinnied into a sea of 
iiind, and the few ladies brave eiiongli to put in 
an appearance had anytliing but a pleasant ex- 
perience, 

“Tlirongliont the night and the early morning the 
rain teeim*<l down, but, fortunately, it cleared np 
as the fillies w’ere ln*iiig saddled for tin* Oaks. 
Iiord D’AlH*riioii w-as in two minds as to starting 
Diadem, but in tlie end he decided that she slioiihl 
.-ittempt to W’iiM* out her defeat in tin* Derby. Her 
effort in tin* latter race liad no doubt left its 
mark nixm li**r, for althongli she had eaten during 
tlie night, and liMiked bright eiiongli in iier coat 
and eye. she had run up a little liglit in lier back 
ribs. It was a trying ordeal for so small a filiy 
to tackle two rac**s in Hie course of three days. 
'I’lierc is but one Oaks, and a win or a “situation” 
in Hie “Ladies” ehissie eiiJi.-inees a filly’s stud 
value materially. It was tliis, no doubt, tliat in- 
flnenee*! her owner and iiidiieed liiiii to adopt a 
fighting iMdio3’ witli tlie dangliter of Orhy. 

“However, it liud to Ik* admitted tliat tlirongb 
Ga.v Urnsader Alee Taylor hail a sidemlid line of 
form for both his fillies. Sunii.v Jane and Hanqi- 
shire Lily, aIlM*it Hiere was rioHiiiig to suggest that 
tliey had l>een galloped together. AVIien Sunny Jane 
followed Diadem home in tlie One 'riiousand it was 
patent to the merest t3'ru that Major AA’. .Vstor’s 
was the more backward of the two. In tlie interim 
sunny Jane had won a race and. according to re- 
IMjrt, had made much improvement. Owing to her 
I.IZ3- style of galloidiig mari3' good judges tiMik ex- 
eeption to the way she had won at the previous 
meeting. 

The Paddock Inspection. 

‘‘A paddock view nevertheless disclosed the f:lot 
that there was no fitter animal in today’s field; 
a raking chestnut, there was an abnndanee of hard 
musele on her frame, wliile regarding her stable 
com]ianion. Hampshire Lib’, well as slie ajipeared 
ill herself, there was always the fear that she 
would break a bliKid-vessel. M0II3’ Desmond at- 
tracted but little attention, and a far more stylish 
fill.v is Nonpareil, wliieli is deliglitfnily coiiple*d, 
boasting of superb quality, and having the best of 
sprung ribs. Smile is on the small side and defi- 
cient in class for such eompaii.v. .More to the 
erities’ liking was the ‘varminty’’ Moravia, which 
Jliaiidersoii sent to tlie post in a well- trained con- 
dition. Taken collectively, tlie field was a shade 

below the average in point of g<H>d looks and qual- 
ity. 

“Tliere was nothing troublesome at the post, tlie 
start iM'iug effected without any long delay. Judging 
b.v tiie reluctance of tlie jocke3's in tlie early 
stages, none had orders to make a fast pace. On 
settling ill tlieir strides Nonpareil set a slow pace 
to Moravia and Khona. witli Hampshire Lily on Hie 
outside just ill advance of Sunny Jam*. Diadem on 
tlie left lM*iiig held in the lieels of the leading divis- 
i«»n. Before the first three-quarters liad b**eii tra- 
versed. Sunny Jam* was driven into tin* lead. .Major 
Astor’s ehestmit having Moravia and Nonpareil as 
her nearest attendants. 

“Maiitoii’s second string was showing a Ixdd front 
towards the center of the eonrse, with Diadem on 
her right awaiting her time. As the field iie.ared 
the Blantation Uoriier, Diadem moved np within 
striking distance of Sunny Jane, bnt the latter 
pulled out something when challenged and. out- 
staying the Stanley House filly iin the liill, Major 
Astor’s chestnut, never once faltering, ran home a 
comfortable winner, emniating Gay Crusader’s feat 
witliont once bi*ing touched b.v wiiip or spur. 

“Thougli lM*ateii. Diadem cannot lie said to have 
been disgraced, wliile in securing third berth Mor- 
avia landed the place money for which she was so 
well backed. Then easing nn in line came Hamp- 
shire Lily, Nonpareil and Molly Desmond, Smile, 
at a big interval, being seventh.” 

The rare was run in 2:43% and its net value was 
$4,375. The winner. Sunny Jane, is a chestnut 
filly b.v Snnstar— .Maid of the Mist, the latter being 
a daughter of the great mare, Seeptre. 

ONE OF ENGLAND’S POPULAR TRAILERS 

Successes Achieved by Reginald Day with the 
Horses of Various Owners. 

Few trainers have had a more varied expi*rience 
than Regiiialil Da3’. who has i-li:irge tif an exten- 
sive string at Newmarket. The son of F. AA’. Da>'. 
who likewise made his m;irk as trainer, “Reg.” 
as he is known to his familiars. w;is ediii'ated In 
Australia. He eame to England with Iiis f.-itlier, 
and wlieii only eigliteen ,3-ears of age was entrusted 
witli the care of tlie horses owned b3’ Sir Edgar 
Viiieeiit, now Lird D’.Abenion. 

.Among the horses in Day’s stable in his early 
.vears were Bistol. Barmly, (’oniiterm.irk and Brin- 
eipalit.v. all of which won races. Bistol also ran 
second to Seeptre in tlie 'Pwo Tlmnsand Gnineas of 
1962. bnt tlie son of ('arbine was somewhat dis- 
apiMiinting as a ra<*«* horse, tliongli lie “made good” 
when he entered niMin stud life in .Australia, other 
winning aiiiinals of tin* periml were Shall Jehqn, 
Reiiaissanee and Rievanlx. 

Later eame IXninetta. a daughter of Donovan 
— Uinovata, which Sir Edgar Viment aiqnlred 
for a moilest sum. Tlie mare soon displayed win- 
ning form, carrying off raees at Brighton and Red- 
ear. ninning a dead-heat with Unravel at Don- 
caster, and winning a good handicap at Hurst 
Bark, 

Donnetta’s attention was afterwards turned to 
better class raees and in the autumn of 1905 
she won the Duke of York Stakes, with 113 imiimls 
in Hie saddle, from Nutwitli, A’eloeity and several 
other useful performers. Tin* following spring 
IKmiietta empli.-isized her liking for Hie Kemptou 
Bark track hy winning tlie “Jubilee” by a half 
length from St. AVulfram. Dounetta, which car- 
ried 123 iMinnds. and was ridden by Maher, Avas 
favorite on this occasion. .Another profitable pnr- 
ehase by Day’s patron avus Bomegran.ite, Avhieli Avon 
Hie IVveril of the I’eak Blate at Derliy. 

Had Charge of German Imperial Stud. 

Day subsequently went to Germany, taking charge 
of the IiniM*rial Stud, and 111 the land of onr 
enemy- in -cliief lie also met Avith iiineli success. A 
feAv years ago he returned to England, ami among 
his present iiatroiis are Sir .AIm* Bailey, Mr. Silencer 
(lollaii and Mr. Donald Fras!*r. 

One of Hu* best of the horses Avith avIioho prepara- 
tion Da3' has been eoncerned Avas Son-iii-Liw, be- 
longing to Sir A. Bailey. Three years ago the 
son of Dark Roii.-ild Avon the GoodwiMid ('np. bnt 
in the folhiAviiig 3-ear he recorded a mneh more iiu- 
portant trinmiih. This was achieved in the I’e- 
sari'Avileli, Avhen. with 117 pounds up, In* beat Eau 
Ulaire, Snow Marten and nnmeroiis otiiers. Last 
year Son-in-Liw ran bnt once. On this oeeasion 
he put np a fine performance by winning Hie War- 
ren Hill Handicap, a tAA'o-mile race, witli no less 
tiian 134 imhiiuIs on his back. It Avas hoped tliat 
Son-in-Liw Avonld have had a cut :it Boinmern in 
the course of last year, bnt the hope was iiPA-er 
n*alized. 

Last .vear Day’s chief winner AA'as North Star, 
whieii Avon a sensational race for Hi^ Middle I‘ark 
Blate for Mr. J. B. Joel, the colt being snbse- 
ipiently sent to America, The Bimkin and King’s 
J(»ker Avere other winners. This year lie li.is 
won three races, Avith a like nnmlM*r of horses, 
Avorth just over 1.21K) pounds.— London Siiortiiig 
Life.

“'riiey would puzzle a wizard,” said Mr. Vos- 
biir);h, ‘‘when trying to handicap them. One day it 
looks as if one t,V two of them could carry all sorts 
<»f weights and the next they would Ik* fitting can- 
didates for the discanl. Many a time they have 
made me dizzy when trying to allot weights that 
slimild bring tiiem togetlier. Sun Briar is the best 
sljown here so far. in my opinion, no doubt diw to 
the nature of the going, lie may go to a track 
with a hard surfjice and be beaten badly, owing to 
Ids ring lK>ues. 

‘‘One cannot handicap horses for every kind of 
track. The wliole two-year-old situation is a sort 
«»f potpie, it is almost imiH>ssible to fork out the 
best. We kiio\v Lucullitt? is a fine horse, but he 
lias had ailments and again there are tracks he 
d»H*a not appre«-iate. l*app seems to be a true 
running sort of horse now' that he has settled 
dow’ii, yet Sun Briar beat him in the Si>ecial after 
a rather rough journey The latter has a fine order 
of early sp<*ed, which is inmdi in his favor and, wiiih* 
he indicated in the Special that he can st;iy, there 
is some doubt in in.v mind if he will l>e able to go 
a long distance. His sire, Sundridge, was only 
«onsidered a miler in Buroi)e, though Sun Briar 
might be an exception as has been proved on more 
than one cK*casion in widch sprinters have produced 
<listaiu*e horses. There is no question but that Sun 
Briar would have lH*en a rare gisid horse, had he 
lK*en sound and not afflicted with ring bones, which 
will surely affect him on a hard track.” 

Two -Year- Old Question a Conundrum. 

‘‘We don’t know just how' goo<l Jack Hare Jr. is 
at pwsent,” continued Mr. Vosburgh. ‘‘He might 
prove to be a good horse. His topnotch trial will 
come in the Grab Bag Handicap on Wednesday. 
Should he make good then he will have to l»e con- 
sidered among the choices fc»r supremacy. Not only 
is he catching to the eye, but he has siH*ed. 
Whether he can hold his speeil for any great distance 
remains to l>e se»‘n. As a wlmlc, the tw'o-y«*ar-old 
question is much of a <‘onundruni with a half dozen 
eligililes for supremacy. Diffenuit tracks would 
produce diffenuit winners as there is nothing that 
stands out distinctively.” 

For the first time in the history of racing in this 
<‘ouiitry a notice was posted on the corn*ction board, 
reading: ‘‘Sam McMeekin carries one blinker.” 

It was such a strange announcement th;it it created 
smiles of comment from those w’ho read it. How- 
ever. it was a fact, for Sam McMeekin in his race 
on Monday carried a Idinker hood with only ‘‘one 
blink” on it. Sam McMeekin is a bad imst actor 
and. having lieen left several times, every effort 
w.as made to get him away in his last race. Jockey 
Butwell w’ort! a pair of spurs with rowels that re- 
sembb'd cogged silver dollars with pretty shar]> 
]>oints. Not only w’ere these used, but one of the 
assistant sUirters stoo<] iHdiind him with a whip to 
“pop” him at the rise of the barrier. Jack Ed- 
wards, the secretary of the Jamaica track, had a 
small wager on him and he wanted to do his bit 
towards getting him away, so he went to the start- 
ing iM»int loaded w'ith a good solid tomato. 

•*I meant to do all that I could to help him,” 
said the w’orthy secretary, ‘‘and when the time 
<ame for starting I cut loose one of my old-time 
inshoots with the ‘tainat.’ If it did not land in a 
vital spot it was no fault of mine, but it landed 
somew’here and the old sulker took some notice of 
it, for he jumiK*d awaiy with the others and that 
was all that was needed for him to wMii.

J. H. McAvoy, who liisearded the turf for the 
liquor importing business after the crusade of ten 
years ago, intends coming back. He arrived at 
Saratoga today and will gather up a stable, unless 
he signs to train for an owner with whom he is 
now negotiating. Mr. McAvoy will be rememlH*red 
as the owm*r of Prince McGlurg and Kildan*. The 
latter was the m<‘diiim of a killing uism one occa- 
sion when 100 to 1 shots were in order once In 
awhile. 

'Hie sale of Arnold indicates that Mr. Barmdi will 
not ts* active in racing this .vear. Jack MctMnnis, 
who is l(Kiking after the stable, says it is doubtful 
if he shows the colors, ow’ing to the prevalent skin 
di.sease having cntenMl the stable, affecting all the 
lu»rses. M(*Ginnis thinks that as soon as Mr. Baruch 
is through with government affairs he will again 
take up thoroughbreil racing as a recn*ation. 

Sun Briar is iMung prepared for the Hopeful, 
though he may b«“ seen in public again before that 
event, to keep him keyed up. 



ODD PECULIARITIES OF RACE HORSES. 

Thoroughbreds Frequently Form Fondness for Dogs, 

Cats, and Other Animals as Stable Companions. 

Fads and fancies of racehorses — they might be 
called in the whims and humors of the thorough- 
breds. 'Hiey are as numerous as those of is*rsons, 
and their ladng understoml is as essential to their 
happiness and to their success on the turf as is 
humoring of an operatic star by her manager, or 
one with any artistic teiniK^rauient by those most 
concerned with ultimate success of the ultra-par- 
ticular one. 

I’suallj' the fads and fancies of racehorses t:ike 
the form of fondness for some animal or particular 
lierson. Ofttimes, however, it is in the form of a 
violent dislike for sounds, color, or for iK*rsons. 
There is not a iierson who had witnessed the big 
races on the metropolitan track when the colors of 
the late Jam«‘s K. Keene were prominent wiio 
W'as not familar with the Keene’s pudgy stable 
IMMiy, a dull gray little chap. 

When first the i>ony came to the barn he was 
used iudisi-riminately liy stable Ixiys sent on er- 
rands. After Sj'soiiby’s advent, how’<*ver, he l>e- 
came quite the most pampered thing in the racing 
string. The immortal son of Melton — Optime loved 
that iK>iiy bi'tter than he did the colored boy Mar- 
shall Lilly, who rubbed him and fed him. If the 
IKuiy was out of his sight, the big racehorse — which 
|Miss#ssed a heart twice the size of a normal horse’s 
lieart, and lungs of like capacity — would be restless 
and uneasy. After Sysonby’s di'ath the ixmy was 
inconsolable for a week or more, but soon trans- 
ferred his affections to Wild Mint, and afterward 
to the star of each particular year. ^ 

Colin, the matchless Commando colt, W’as the 
IKiny’s greatest chum, and in their w’arming-up 
gallops before the big races the real runner would 
lay off the iiouy’s pace and then, a few' strides 
from the wire, w'ould try to pass the gray dumi>- 
ling by one of his matchless sprints. 

Pony One© Beat the Great Colin. 

Once w'hen Dumplings passed under the w’ire 
ahead of Colin, the big race horse came back to the 
paddm'k for his final grooming, actually, w'ith a 
sheepish look in his face. Needless to say, the 
regulars applauded the feat wildly. 

Not a horse car left the great training tracks 
at •Sheepshead Bay and Gravesend for the winter 
campaigns without some sort of an e<iuine i>et 
aboard. Goats, rabbits, a parrot, dogs, inmies, 
special stable hands and even a rooster w’ent 
along. 

Famous horses abroad also have had their pets, 
as w’itness the cat w’hich traveled w'ith Best Man, 
a noted performer on the English turf a decade 
ago; the pony Pretty Polly fancied, and w'ithout 
W'hich she would not extend herself a bit in her 
morning gallops, unless he stood approvingly by. 
Sceptre, too, another great mare on the English 
turf, had a pet i>ony, as did Robert the Devil. 
The last named racer invariably gnawed good 
uaturedly at his pet’s tail.^so that the appendage 
W'as in a constant state of raggedness. 

Trainers are quick to recognize the likes and 
dislikes of their charges and to humor them. Time 
and time again, a boj' has been discharged just 
b«H*ause the horses were restless w’heu he was 
about, and man.v a stable hand, whose habits are 
none too desirable, is kept in steady employment 
just because some star racer in the string does his 
best work for him. 

Waving a red rag at a bull is a byword of many 
years’ standing, but blue seems a color most race 
horses dislike extremely — w’hy, of course, none can 
tell. High-strung us are all thorou libreds. unusual 
noises, too, affect their racing q-.alities. Some, 
how'ever, fairly revel in the blare of the band on 
a big race day, and seem to know the cheers of the 
crow'd. as the drive for the finish comes, are meant 
ns actual inspiration for them. Straining every 
muscle to get past the wire first, many a game 
horse gives just one ounce more to his effort as the 
frantic shouts of spectators reach his ears — ‘‘game 
as a real race horse.”

the Color* of the Now Dead Financier.

In 1904 the combined strings won only fifteen 
races, but they were worth ^S."»,HiO and among them 
were such covettnl prizes as the Tw'o 'riiuusaiid and 
the Derb.v, which were won, as outlined in the 
early part of this memoir, by the hoiiu^-bred St. 
Ainant. Above has been given a slight sketch of 
the reception accorded to Mr. IxMiindd after St. 
Ainant’s victory in the “Blue Riblxiu.” Before pn>-- 
ceeiling further it should bo mentioned that his 
dam, Ijady Ix>verule, split one of her fore pasterns so 
bM4lly W'hen a young two-year-old tliat Mr. Rothschild 
W'as advised to have lier shot, but as she w'as a fine 
mare and had lx*en tried pretty smart, her owner 
decided to give her a chance at the stud, although 
she was not sound on the injun‘d limb, w'hich was 
disfigunal by a Ixuiy excrescence. For that act 
of mercy Mr. Rothschild w'as w'cll rew'arded, her 
son, St. Ainant, alone winning almost .$120,001 in 
stukes. It will be interesting to give her com- 
j plete stud record:

In the Tw'o Thou.sand Guineas St. Amant spread- 
eagled a band which included John o’ Gaunt, 
H«‘nry the First, and Ijiincashire, winning liy four 
lengths. For the Newmarket Stakes, how'ever, 
he h*t down the layers of <xlds of 9 to 4, on him, 
finishing only third to Henry the First and John 
o’ Gaunt, the last-nanied being b<*aten a lieail by 
Mr. Masker’s colt owing to Otto Madden’s great 
finish on the latter. In the Derby, however, the 
“Saint” once more showed his suix*riority, scoring 
b.v thrw lengths from John o’ G:uint, w'ith St. 
Ih'uis a moderate third, and Henry the First, 
Ij,incashin*. and M. Blanc’s Gouvernant in the un- 
pla<*ed nunilH‘r. lie subse<|uently lust his f«»rni. 
and W'as one of the last pair to Pretty Polly in 
the Leger, and made little show in various other 
nua*s th.'it autumn. It was then that change of 
s<-ene w’as tried. St. Amant Ix^ing sent to Stock - 
bridge to be trained by Tom ('annon Jr., and iu 
tli«‘ next year, thanks to the unremitting care Ix*- 
Ktowed on him, he <*ame out with flying colors 
from his only race, the Jockey Club Stakes, win- 
ning that “ten thousand ixuinder” by three-quarters 
of a length from the three-y(‘ar-old Polymelus, 
with Mondaniiu, ('hallenger, (iouveriiant, etc., in 
the rear. 'The fielders were skeptical concerning 
his chance, and the handsome price of 100 to 7 
was obtainable at tlie start. He retired to the 
stud in 1907, and will sonu* d:iy in all probability 
sire something of his ow’ii calibre. 

The Good Radium. 

In 1905 Radium, one of the few horses by Bend 
Or ill his last stud season, won the Prince of 
Wales’ Nursery (1 mile) at Dt»ncast<*r, Radium 
ran for fcnir seasons, and won in all ten of his 
twenty- four races, inclusive of the (.bxxlwood and 
Doncaster (’ups. On four occashnis he lx‘at 'I’he 
White Knight, but in the Ascot (iold (’up he Avas 
relegated to second place by that celebrity. For 
the D«*rby he ran fourth to Ki>earinint. In 1966 
and the next year other smart ix;rformers w’ere 
Chicot, Bass Rock, Catalpa, and the siieedy Quel- 
part. 

In 1908 Santo Strato and Mesmer w'ere the lx‘st 
winners apart from Rmliuin, and in 1909 Santo 
Strato won for Mr. Rothschild his third (’hester 
Cup, carrying 126 ixiunds iu a good field, which 
includ(‘d All Black, YeiiGii, Kagos, liammerkop, 
I^aomedia, Asticot, etc., wfiile siicli as Santa Fina, 
Catrail, Roi*k Lane, and King Charming were 
others that did gcxid service for the blue and 
.A'ellow'. Anotlier juv« uile of the highest class was 
foaled in 1908 in Pietri, by St. Frusquin — Pie 
I’owder (Santo Strato’s dam). Pietri won four 
races worth $17,710, and ought never to have b**en 
beaten. Anyhow, he shared with Seafortli and St. 
Nat the credit of being the lx?st tw'o-year-old of 
1910, and the latter pair not being engaged for the 
next year’s Ik'rby Pietri was nominally favorite 
for that race during the Avinter. He Avas criMlited 
with being well in fnmt of St. Anton, which won 
gootl races under heavy w'eights. and was one of 
the best-l(K>kiug of St. F'rus^iuin’s suns. First 
appearing in 1911 for the Esher (hip at SandoAvn, 
ho W'as only beaten a short lie:id under 130 ptuinds, 
presenting thirty -two ixiunds to Marechal Strozzi, 
but in the 'Two Thousand Guineas, for w'hicii he 
started favorite, he was unplaced behind Sunstar, 
Stedfast and Lycaon. He fared no better in the 
Derby, Avhen Sunstar and Stedfast again filled the 
leading places, and afterw’ards, in the Whitsuntide 
Plate at Hurst Park just got home from Fera- 
morz at even weights. At York in tlie Great 
Yorkshire Stakes Stedfast once more had the 
lx*tter of him. and thenwforAvard that year lie 
failed to distinguish himself, his running career 
coming to a close that season. But though 
Pietri only account«‘<l for one* of the many raci's 
in which he t(K»k part in 1911, while not a year 
of gnait things, brought in only a little short of 
$40,000. to Avhich many horses contributed, among 
them Catrail, St. Anton (another St. Frusquin, . 
which won the (\dunin i*ro<luce Stakes at New- 
market), Eidcrduck, Facet and Quiutauoua. 

A Manchester Cup. 

Tlie following season showed Ixdter n*sults in 
stakes worth over $.50,000, but hen* again manv 
horses Avere c*omerned in its compilation. 'I’he Ix-st 
individual Avinner was Ixm-nzo (also by St. Frus- 
quin), which, although a failure at Ascot, did well 
at the back-end by victories in the Rutland Handi- 
cap at Newmarket and in the Liverpixil Autumn 
(hip and he was assisted by such as I’oloniiim, 
Felizardo and Day (’omet. 'Hie latter, by St. Frus- 
quin — Catgut, then a tAA'o-year-obl, won the Ches- 
t«*rfiehl Stakes at Newmarket and the Prince of 
Wales’ Stakes at Goodw<x>d, but did no good the 
rest of that season. The others only chronicled 
“small lx*er. ” In 1913 Ixirenzo improA'ed his record 
by w'inning the Manchester Cup, that race repre- 
senting a considerable pro|K>rtion of the winnings 
of the campaign, AV+iich amounted to more than 
$30,(X)0, while Hippeastrum and Lavaino did a fair 
share towards the total. The year 1914 brought the 
war, and with it a reduction of the number of 
horses doing duty under the Rothschild banner. 
They included Fanfarona and Santa Quarantii (of 
which the former was thrice successful), and Santa 
Quaranta brought off au outside chance in the 
Column Produce Stakes Avhen she upset a fancied 
one of Lord Falmouth’s in Elenorka. The tAvo 
succeeding seasons were producti\e of nothing 
worth recording and this year the “blue and yel- 
low” has only b<*en carried first past the iKist on 
one occasion, when Ocydrome won the Visitors’ 
Handicap at the Newmarket Craven.

The Kentucky breeders were 
in a most optimistic humor and would be apt to do 
their best to keen advancing the scope and quality 
of their great breeding establishments to keep pace 
with the demand for thoroughbreds of the ‘highest 
class, which had been aptly illustrated by the 
splendid prices which had been realized at the sales 
thus far held in Saratoga. 

”You will not be surprised,” be said, “when Ij 



tell you that ’the turfmen of Kentucky are not at 
all ‘peeA'ed’ because the wealthy turfmen of the 
east have been taking the cream off these sales at 
such prices as they themselves did not feel like 
paying. I reckon it is harder on our tracks than 
ou our breeders, for of course, we would like to see 
these high-priced colts and fillies racing for the 
rich prizes we haA’e to offer; but then you know 
some of tliem will come out and take a chance 
for them and some of them aaIII win them. But all 
this time Kentuckians and other western turfmen 
Avill lx* on the lookout for some good youngsters to 
meet your eastern candidates, and when he gets 
hold of one which can turn the trick, he will have 
something Avhich he can sell to one or other of your 
t'astern turfmen at a handsome profit. 

“You knoAV' after the west has been carefully 
combed for the best yearlings to be found, it al- 
ways is possilile that something may crop up un- 
expectedly and show that he has quality for which 
no one ever had given him credit. Then he is care- 
fully nursed along, and if he does not win the first 
big stake in which he starts, he is apt to show 
sufficient form to tempt one of the big buyers to 
take a chance on him by giving his Kentucky owner 
a profit on him which he cannot afford to disregard. 
Then the dam and sire of this colt go away up in 
public esteem and so will the prices of his sisters 
and his cousins and his aunts until the presumptive 
A'alue of whole families of Kentucky thoroughbreds 
become a valuable asset for the breeders of the 
whole state.”

The F-lxmt was to 
liave started activiti«*s some time ago. but an ex- 
plosion «ni iKKird while the vessel was on ;i trial 
trip made necessary repairs which took considerable 
time. 

Pn*sident Wilson is exi>ected to answer the ix*n- 
tiff’s peace plea with a statement showing the 
world w’hy the allies must fight on so long as the 
H<*rnian auto<*racy exists. A<*cording to his ad- 
visors there is only one course oih*u to him. They 
say unless present signs fail he will restate more 
empbatically than ever that the United States w’ars 
against Herinany’s autocratic system — its intrigue 
and horrors — nither than with any aim of <*rushing 
the Herman people themselves. It is exi)octed to 
b«* another bid to the Herman lilterals to cast off 
the yoke of kaiserdom and effect a new govern- 
ment shorn of schnn-klichkeit. 

“Hermany now is barely able to hold her ow*n — 
not even that,” Premier IJoyd tieorge declared 
in his siieech to the house of commons, according 
to a dispat<*h from London yesterday. The premier 
said that this time last .vear the wheat in this 
countr.v amounted to .^>1.840.000 bushels and that 
now it is OS.OOO.OtM) bushels. The sti>ck of oats 
and barley, he decl;ired, also was higher. ‘‘The 

government has come to the conclusion.” Lloyd 
lleorge said, ‘‘that with reasonable e«*onom.v there 
is w* chance of starving England out. The ad- 
miralty plans for dealing with submarines have 
been increasingly successful.” 

The Uhinese government, a Reuter dispatch from 
1‘eking says, is arranging f»»r the prompt liquida- 
lion of the (b'rnian- Asi:itic B:ink. Five officials of 
the foreign offi<*<' have be«*n aiMNdnted to take over 
the accounts and cash here and in the Shanghai, 
Canton, Tientsin and Hankow branches. t'hinese 
tr(M>ps have seized Austri:in com*essions in Tientsin, 
according to an Exchange Ttdegniph dispatch, and 
Herman and Austrian shipping is Ixdiig seized at 
Cant(»n. Aino.v, Swatow. Shanghai and Nanking. 
The ves.sels include several small w’ursliips. 

Dis«-overy of plantinum in Alaska by Dr. Herschel 
r. Parker of New York and others, has aroused 
government agencies to the greaitest activity in 
the hoi»e of finding sufficient quantities of the 
precious metal to meet the W’ar needs of the allies. 
Four government exiM‘rts have Imeu assigned to 
study the Alaskan situation and r«^iM)rt if the 
disj'overies may r»*plenish the platinnm supply, 
cut off n*c«‘ntl.v b.v the virtual cessation of activities 
in the ITral mountain iniims, the source of the 
world’s greatest supply. 

Fnnn Finland comes word that disorders, oc- 
casiomsl by the scarcit.v of foixl, have led to a 
<‘abiii(‘t <*risiK. The s«‘iiators have nH|uest<'d the 
governor-general to transmit their n‘signations to 
the iirovision.tl government. The governor-general 
has asked M. Tokoi, vici*-presideiit of the depart 
ment of e<*onomi<‘s and former president of the diet, 
to form a sm*ialist cabinet. He has ac<-epted. A 
general strike has Imsui declared. 

In an effort to curb treasonabh* and seditious 
utterances by soap lx»x orators every loyal and 
]>atriotic man and woman in New York was asked 
yesterday to help <»rganize Io<*al vigilanc«» coniniit- 
t«s*s. Thnnigh the iMdi<*e d<>partnients 100 other 
cities in the Unite<l States an* to b«* asked to join 
tin* im»vement started by the American Defense 
So«*iety, which announced that the ‘‘gutter oratory” 
in New Y’ork must stop. 

In thre<* se«*tors <»f the Franc(»-Belgian front tin* 
Fremh and British h;ive w’on new suc«*esses in 
their offensive <»|x*rati«nis, which an* once mf»re 
in full swing. Attacks w'en* made b.v the British 
in Belgium near Ypres, by the French on the 
Aisne front and near Dixminh* in Jtelgium. Ac- 
cording to Berlin, the Allies attacked in Belgium 
on an eleven -mile front. 

French troops in Belgium, attacking early yes- 
t<*nla.v, according to a dispatch from Paris, in con- 
junction with the British on Indh sides of tin* road 
lH*tween Steenstraete and Dixmude. caidured all 
tlu'ir objectivt's and crossed the Steenlx*ke river. 
The French made an attack on the Aisne and cap- 
tured tlermau trenches on a front of one kilometer. 
Four Herman counter attacks were rt*pulsed. 

The department of justice, it was stated yester- 
day, is prepartd to deal sw’iftly and severely with 
activities in the northw’est and elsewhere of the 
Industrial Workers of the World, in so far as they 
relate to the stoppage or curtailment of production 
in industries whose continuation is deemed essential 
to the prosecution of the war. 

The Hermans are now fighting with tenacity to 
maintain their precarious hold on the central iwr- 
tion of Lens. Throughout the da.v they have been 
bringing up fresh troops w’ith which to carry on 
counter attacks, is the latest news from the 
Canadian head<iuarters in France. 

The Italian merchant marine losses for the wt*ek 
end«*d August 1- comprises six steamers and five 
sailing vessels, one of the latter b«*ing alwve 100 
tons. Five hundred and fifty vessels of all nation- 
alities. of a tonnage of 3^,24r>, entered Italian 
I»orts, and ,")09, of a tonnage of 414,775, left. 

Neither the w*ar nor the navy department* at 
Washington has any information on the re|»orted 
w’ounding of American troops on the w'estern 
front. Prompt official announcement is promised 
when information is ret*eived, pnivided it is not 
incompatible with military interest. 

The coming Winter w’ill hold Sweden in a terrific 
grip and the iK*ople of the country are facing the 
cold w'cather with dn*ad, according to Pehr Hoesta 
NorlM*rg, s[K*cial corresiamdent of the Sw(*dish Te- 
legrniih Agency of Stockholm, who has just arrived 
in this country from Sweden. 

Four tons of bombs were dropp«*d by airplanes 
Tu<*sday morning on the Martime Arsenal at Venice, 
causing a number of conflagrations, according to 
the official statement of the Austrian w’ar office. 

Ix)ans of *40,000.000 to Italy and $5,900,000 to 
Belgium were made by the United States govern- 
ment yestfrday. bringing the total thus far ad- 
vanced to the allies up to $1,916,400,000. 

Pope Benedict has Germany’s peace terms, ac- 
cording to a prominent politician quoted by the 
Lokal Anzeiger, who declares he (the Pope) has 
surely informed Germany’s enemies of them. 

According to the London Daily News, some 
wounded American soldiers from the western front 
have just arrived at the hospital at Bati^. 



MARS CASSIDAY A VETERAN IN SERVICE

Jockey Club Starter Has an Excellent Record as 
an Official for Twenty-six Years. 



An.vone who has made .it least .30,000 starts in 
his life would lx* entitled to a n*cord for patience, 
but iu»t to lx» facetious, the actual statement of 
the aixtve is introductory of the J«H-key Ulub starter. 
Mars I’assid.v. one of the idols of the turf, says a 
turf writer regarding the ixipular olTici.il. 

Ba<*k in the days of foiul recolle<*tions, when 
(he Kheepshead Bay, Briglibm and tlravesend 
tr!i<*ks were in their prime, the ‘‘Island” Ixiasted 
aiiKOig its ixipulation the chief satellit(*H of the 
racing worhl. But as time rolle<l on, through 
adverse legislation the thn*e historic race tracks 
pass<*d into nienmry, together with the principal 
figures whose lif<* work made the sixwt famous. 

The Dwyers, Mclx>ughlin. Daly, Mc*tJiniiis, Ochs, 
Blakely, McDowell and Bliite, often referred to, 
are no longer pnnninent in racing. Still one cen- 
tral figure in racing of t<xlay remains prtv-<‘niinent 
in tin* mind of past ass<K*iates. in the pres«*nt 
starter. Mars Uassidy, who still wields a masterful 
hand over the destiny of the start. 

In no sense of the word is there any suggestion 
of age in the subject of this article. A fornn*r 
state senator rect*ntly desired to meet Hassid.v. 
‘‘Hee whiz, are you Mars Uassidy?” said the 
senator, surjwised. ‘‘I exix*cted to meet a man 
alxiiit 70, a little w'orn out with .vears of service.” 
The senator’s amaz(*ment W’as justified. f»»r one 
glan<*e is quite suffici»*nt to convince anyone of 
Cassidy’s physit'al prowess. couph*<l with a good- 
natim*d defian<i*, which assumes a sternness, when 
aroused, that six.*lls determination. 

Hard Work at Barrier. 

This fact is easily proved by a trip over to the 
barrier, on any old nn*ing day. Take a field of 
fourteen or fifteen thoroughbreds, ’ nervous and 
fractious, keyed up by months of careful training, 
lunging and whe<*ling every which way, first under 
the barrier, a mere canvas tain*, guided only by the 
jockeys, w'cighing about one -tenth of their steeds’ 
w'eight, and trying to give their mounts the lx*st of 
a start, sometimes taking liberties, in order that 
they may get off to a running start, only -to come 
under the forceful warning of this pastmaster at 
the gate, w'hose ire when aroused means severe 
punisliment. 

‘‘Take that horse out of the barrier!” ‘‘laiy off 
that field Jind come over hen* to the fence!” *‘IxM)k 
out for that hors«* — he’ll kick you!” Here, stop 
that; then*’s n<»t going to be an.v bustin’ at the 
barrier!” ‘‘Don’t let me see you break through 
th.it barrier again, or it’s ten days for you!” 

These and other shouted warnings indicate the 
trials of a st;irter. until that magic fr<s*dom of a 
second when tin* field of wjuine nerves is as straight 
as human ilirection can get it. “Swish” goes the 
webbing, the starter’s inast(*rful sry of “(’oiiie 
<• 11 !” eclnx*d back from the stands by the oft-heard 
cry “Tln*y’re off” and the field sp<*e<ls on. 

In spite of the ner\<*-ra<*king ordeal six <>r more 
tinn*s a da.v for the gn*at<*r part of the year. Mars 
Uassidy maintains his <‘oniial ainl jovial disposition, 
f<»r he is a d<*cided sixirtsman. Those favor<*d w’ith 
a <*lear insight into his personal life will emphat- 
ically assert that these qualities are reflected in his 
personal life and in his indulgence in sport for 
w'hich In* finds time outside his racing dutk*s. 

Maii.v an; the interesting and amusing experiences 
that Mars can describe — «*xix*riences bt*fore the 
“gate,” or barrier, as it is geiwrall.v known, w'hich 
was intr<xiuc(‘d sixteen years ago by Alex Gray of 
South Wales, Australia and first used in ('alifornia, 
wln*n starts were made by walking iqi, subjt*<*t to 
the n*call. and when often much time w’as w’asted 
b<*fore the official flag fell, some of the more ex- 
periein*c*d jockeys taking advantage of the leni<*ncy. 

On one occasion, when starting at Ah*xaiidria 
Bay. Va., a heav.v fog arose. w’hic*h envel<;ped every- 
thing ill a semi-da rkne.ss. A field of fourteen <*Hme 
iqi for the start of the last race of the da.v. After 
several aU<‘inpls it was sent away, but one tx>y had 
elec'ted not to return for the final attc*mpt and. 
hidden by tlx* fog. n*maini*d up the track until he* 
hc*ard the oth**r entries sent away. He tlic*n wc*nt 
on far in adv.mce and “won easily.” However, the 
trick was not suc'cessful, as the* other jcx*keys. who 
were far bac-k. rc*alized w*hat had abppened and re- 
ix»rted to the finishing judges. Uliarles E. Van 
lx>an re<*c*ntl.v used this incident as the basis of 
the story, “Fog.” 

Likes to Spin Yams. 

Uassidy loves to spin yarns, especiall.v on fellow - 
st.irters. one of which he tells on Jim Ferguson, fa- 
mous as a startc*r in Kentucky twenty years ago. 
One <l;iy after a bad - IcKiking start. whi<*h arousc*d 
the* je«*rs of the crowd. FcTgnson remained on the 
far side of the track until the fcdlowing race, which 
was at a similar distance, but received a iH.*rfect 
start.
